Mr. Lenroot 
denied

views could be attributed to him and 
said he had declared a dozen times 
that he was in favor of. the United 
States clearly maintaining itself .as 
the second naval power in the world. 


"The United States," said Mr. Len- 


root, "has been in that 
secondary 


position from the foundation of our 
government, .so far as our navy Is 
concerned. 
Under that position the 


United States has become the great- 
est nation, in the "world ojid' the 
greatest, potential military and naval 
power in the world. It -was not nec- 
essary to hove a: fleet of battleships 
superior to that of Great Britain in 
order for the United States to gain 
that position. 


Wants Second Place. 


"We have very little -prospects of 


entering into an agreement for dis- 
armament,, if the United States, as a 
condition of entering into such 
an 


agreement, is going to insist upon 
becoming the ilrst. naval' power of 
the world. I do not want the Unit- 
ed States to occupy any such position 
I am not at all 'certain 
but that 


Great Britain might 
not be very 


willing to do so." 


Mr. Lenroot then declared that if 


the English speaking peoples of the 
world shall at any time in the future 
engage in war-with each other, civ- 
ilization will be gone, "and it will 


make veryjittle difference what iap-i 
pens afterwards." 
Mr. Lenroot said that because for 


the.'protection o£ 
its 
possessions 
Great Britain needs a larger navy, 
thap the 'United States needs. 


Resolution Adopted. 


The senate on Tuesday,. unanim- 


ously adopted the resolution by Sen- 
ator Lenroot providing for 'the crea- 
tion of a joint congressional com- 
mission to Inquire into the agricul- 
tural situation, but on. the motion of 
Senator Konyon, it was held up for 
reconsideration;

the truth and. is industrious enoush- 
to seek and,publish. It," said the Wis- 
consin sta£esman. "The time vlias 
come when. the country should be 
made acquainted -with all the causes 
and reasons'for the present depres-. 
sion In business.

boon they have in the great Goverr.menUcontroll- 
ed areas of western mountain land. Here is a wild 
natural playground larger than most of the Euro- 
pean states,- which will always remain *a public 
playground—at least as long as our Government, 
stands. There is nothing else like it in the world. 


Of course, there are other 'natural playground 


areas in the United States.which are delightful— 
Now. England, the. Adirondacks, all the Atlantic 
coastal resorts, the Poconos. But these are to the 
Hookies as a postage stamp on a large envelope. 
Every hotel and camp.In them is filled to capacity 
every year, and every year the crowd grows. Fur- 
thermore, only-small parts of these areas are 
state-owned, which means that wealthy persons 
have bought up .large parts of them and converted 
them into private hunting and fishing preserves. 
The areas where the poor man can wander free, 
and do as he pleases, are restricted. 


In the Rockies, a different order obtains. 
If 


you will look at a map of the West, you will sec 
that from Denver to Frisco,.and from the Canadi- 
an border to tho Mexican border, about a third of 
the whole country. Is covered with large green 
spots indicating National Forests arid Parks. This 
means that all of these green-tinted areas belong 
to the.people of the Unifed States as a whole, and 
are free to all of them on equal terms. 
In the 


National Forests, open land along streams may be 
homesteaded or rented from the Government, but 
the forest lands, which form by far the greater 
part of the area, are open to all on the same terms. 
Any one may rent a patch of ground big enough 
to build him a summer home U'pon, but he cannot!
